1* Agency representatives indicated no points on which 
they expected to dissent from the estimate. 

2. For your background information , during the considera- 
tion of earlier drafts of the estimate there was minor divergence 
on two points of substances 

a. What is the present attitude of France t oward 
maintaining its^position in Indochina ? State 
has "in the past been _ more inclined than the 
other agencies to take the line that French 
determination to hold on in Indochina is in 
no danger of tveakening. However, State has 
expressed itself as satisfied with the descrip- 
tion of the French attitude in paragraphs 1, 

2, and 3 of the conclusions and Ik, 15, and 
16 of the discussion. 

b • What effect would a Korean cease-fire agreeme nt 
have on^flhlnese Comiaunist indentions' toward 
In dochina ? 'the Air Force expres sed^some hesi- 
lahcy concerning the estimate made on this 
question in paragraph U of the conclusions and 
paragraph 20 of the discussion* The other 
agencies contended that the arguments in 20 a 
and b would retain their validity for the ~~ 
period of this estimate, and the Air Force 
appeared willing to concur in this opinion.
